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Precludes the funding under any act of 
military or paramilitary instruction or 
training assistance to or for Cambodian 
military or paramilitary forces in Cambodia 
through advisers paid directly or indirectly 
by the U.S. Government. 

Also extends to all U.S. departments and 
agencies restrictions (previously applicable 
only to DOD) on the provision of defense 
materiel to certain forces in Southeast 
Asia. 


The amendment proposed in Sec. 2(2) of S. 2254 
imposes additional reporting and security 
requirements which are impractical and un- 
desirable in connection with certain military 
situations important to United States interests 
in Southeast Asia.
